1 propagation of alligators for commer- 
cial purposes are among the lucrative 
Industries of the present age. 
- . Kver.; since the suftan of Turkey 
sent nine .goats to this country, in 
1848, as an appreciation of the favor 


'• granted to him by President Polk, who 


had sent the sultan an envoy to give 


' the sultan pointers on the culture of 


cotton, the groat industry of the United 
States -has.thrived. 
Of course there 


were goats hero before the sultan 


.shipped his batch, but they were the 


measly species that subsisted on the 
relics of the tinplato industry and 
-chewed the weekly wash from exposed 
lined where-the goat happened to have 
a habitat. The moment tlmt goals be- 
came an Imported article, however, the 
industry got a foothold in this country. 
In 1901 somebody undertook a goat 
census in tho United States. It la not 
recalled whether the count was official 
or riot, but after the returns were in it 
was announced that there were 600,000 
in all parts ol' the land. Texas led in 
the Industry, the number reported 
from. that..state being 85,000. 
Cnli- 


fornia camo next with 65,000; Now 
Mexico hnd 60,000; 
Oregon,

Aside from the fact that goats have 


been 
utilized by 
caricaturists 
arid 


funny men, they are useful, and the 
country would fee) any extermination 
of the animal very seriously- 
The 


llesh, fleece and hide are valuable. 
When tho buffalo quit supplying the 
country witli robes tho goat took its 
plane.... The linir of the goat when a 
month old can be sold by a smart 
dealer for astrakhan if the hair is 
properly dyed. At tho right stage goat 
hair successfully counterfeits tho polar 
bear or the black bear. 
Most of the 


carriage robes ns we.ll us many used 
by motorists are 1'rom the goat. 
It 


would be denied by some dealers, but it 
is asserted that many muffs sold as 
monkey warmers are nothing more 
than goat hair. Laco trimmings worth 
J5 a skin are made from the Angora 
goat. Tho use of goal hair is endless. 


It may not be generally known that 


the government lias gone into the goat 
business, but such is the fact. The. na- 
tional forests were threatened with de- 
struction by fire that got under head- 
way In the busby 'chaparral that grew 
about the forests. The growth was too 
much for humans to kill out, so the 
government purchased. 3,000 goats and 
turned them on the growth. The goats 
are clearing the brush faster than a 
prairie fire can clean up the grass. The 
idea has been taken up by farmers in 
California and other . western states 
where this growth kills vegetation. It 
would be a waste of time to tell how to 
ruiso goats. "Get the goats—that's all. 
Squab Culture Pays.

The squab industry is another propo- 


sition. It pays, but It requires time 
and patience. 
Pigeon raising, how- 


ever, according to experts, Is more 
profitable 
and 
loss vexatious than 


poultry raising,.provided tho man. who 
undertakes it \inderstands the habits 
and needs of pigeons. 
No incubators 


aro necessary in the business. Pigeons 
.are monagamouB. When a cook and 
hen are once mated they remain firmly 
attached to one another. Both assume 
equal shares in tho homo. But incom- 
patibility In a pigeon house is as fatal 
as It Is in high society. As each pair 
of pigeons rear six or seven pairs of 
squabs in a year, and as the wholesaL- j 
price of squabs is-ahywhere from-$3 In j 
$6 a dozen, It requires no mathematical 
genius to figure out the profit where) 
there are a few thousand pigeons that 
are compatible and taken care of 
properly. 
Tho cost .of. feeding a pair 


of pigeons is about $1 a year. It de- 
pends on the season. Morn feed Is rcr 
quired in winter than'in summer. In 
cold 
weather 
corn, 
"wheat, 
hemp, 


screenings and rape and millet seed 
are the best food. 
Green growing 


things arc not best for'pigeons. It' is 
not necessary to feed tho squabs. The 
parent birds understand that. A'hand 
raised squab would not be a success. 
Wealth In Ostriches. 


Ostrich farming in some sections of 


the United States is almost as com- 
monplace as raising corn and. wheat. 
The industry has reached a high state 
of cultivation in California! Arizona 
and In Florida. 
In the latter state 


farmers are batching ostriches by In- 
cubators, and it Is more successful 
than the old plan of permitting the 
female ostrich to dig a hole In the 
ground and laying her eggs there. The 
ostrich does not lay an egg every day, 
but on alternate days, and her output 
Is fourteen eggs. To incubate an os- 
trich egg requires forty-two days. The 
big money in the farming is in the 
feathers. Ostrich statistics show that 
seven farms devoted to the Industry in 
California 
sold 
more 
than 
590,000 


worth of feathers In one year. A ma- 
jority of the farms in thot state pay 
dividends. Much of the money invest- 
ed in. tho production of ostrich feath- 
ers in California is furnished by Eng- 
land and New York city. 


It requires some capital to establish 


a. paying "plant" for growing . ostrich; 
feathers, 
Tho bird must, have room... 


Five or six acres for. each ostrich Is; 
considered none too large. . A full sized 
ostrich is worth about $500, and if iti 
is :an exceptionally fine bird, 
With; 


downy . and luxuriant plumage, .it 
worth about 51,000. 
' ' - . ; . 


The market for ostrich feathers flue-; 


tuates, but there is always some-de-. 
maiid. A single ostrich in Cape Col-: 
ony, Africa, raised a feather that sold, 
for $150. The lowest price paid for a' 
feather from the same bird was ?7.50. 


One of the show places in Arizona is', 


an ostrich, farm .that is laid out like a 
town. Tho streets and side streets arc 
well arranged, named and numbered. 
Yards aro fenced in and sown In al- 
falfa, which is the staple diet of tho 
birds. The plumes of .the average os- 
trich mature every eight months, and 
the feathers from each average from 
530 to ?CO at a plucking, depending up- 
on the quality and size of the plumes. 


Notwithstanding the pugnacious na- 


ture of an ostrich, it can be trained to 
racOi and in some parts of California 
ostrich racing Is one of- tho sports. 
Ostriches are also quite sociable where 
they take a notion. At times they will 
herd with antelope and,other animals, 
and now and then, but not often, they 
have been known to show some affec- 
tion for the person who has them in 
charge. 
Tho ostrich is swift on loot 


when it is scared. 
Then it will go 


twenty-five 
miles an hour. 
When 


walking leisurely It steps from twenty 
to twenty-two inches. The feeding of 
an ostrich or a flock of ostriches is 
nominal. The expense Is in preparing 
a place for them and looking after their 
health.

alligators began to get scarce thero . 
were about 280,000 skins sold annually 
in the United States, and at one time 
there were a number of alligator tan- 
neries in various cities of tho country. 
Tho skins arc utilized for shoes, satch- 
els, pocketbooks, cardcases and other 
fancies. An alligator farmer In Florida . 
.lias an incubating farm for raising and 
selling baby .alligators tn^many who 
prefer them to chameleons for watch 
charms. 


Any one who .has the time and fancy 


can make money by training these rep- 
tiles if taken before they are too old. 
An Arkansas genius trained a herd to 
shoot tho chutes at Hot Springs, and 
visitors to that resort paid money to 
see their tricks when they were stingy 
about other things.

Morse, 
accompanied by his faithful wife, who 
had disposed of all her personal prop- 
erty to aid her husband during an In- 
vestigation of his affairs, departed with 
the throng and went down to his na- 
tive state, Maine, as some supposed, 
to rest. But when he came back it 
was discovered that he had been busy 
all tho time ho was away. Wall street 
opened Its eyes one morning after his 
return to see that Morse liad been plan- 
ning to rehabilitate, his shattered' for- 
tunes. He had obtained control of tho 
Consolidated Steamship company and 
had been elected Its presldem, He bad 
got back into the Metropolitan Steam- 
ship line, a subsidiary of the Consoli- 
dated, tho company which operates tho 
steamships Harvard and Yule between 
New York city and Hoston, both of 
which steamers Mor.so had luul built at 
tho shipyard.'! of his native city, Hath,

Morse's bail had expired after an ex- 
tension of two days, that ho had sur- 
rendered to tho United States marshal, 
that the court had announced that 
the conviction and sentence of a year 
ago would have to stand and that 
Morso was again an occupant of his 
former cell. This information was sup- 
plemented by the announcement that 
nothing but favorable action by the 
United States supreme court on an apT 
plication for a writ of certiorari could 
save Morse from tho federal prison in 
Atlanta. 


Morse was convicted of two distinct 


things—first, falsifying the accounts of 
the National Bank of North America 
to the comptroller of the currency, and, 
second, misapplying the funds of the

While' the doctor's station was at a

He was tho only physician and surgeon 
for miles around and his services wen! 
not confined to Uncle Sam's men. On 
one occasion he attended to a trapper 
whose legs had been frozen 
to 
tho 


knees and who had lived in his'camp 
for a great many days without medical 
attendance. 
Dr. Hall upon hearing of 


the trapper's plight went to him and 
cared for him. 
Daylight and Dark 
: 


For week in. and week out it was 
.perpetual daylight at the post whers 
Dr. Hall was stationed and then came 
the season 'of night, which was-broken 
only by. a tew hours of sun travel. In 
the dark season the sun would rise, not 
to rise as we see it rise here, but to 
skim along-the horizon, the tops of the 
trees, as it were, and at two o'clock It 
was lost again to view. 
Then all w;as 


darkness. 


Protecting Wire Service 


There arc abpnt 65,000 white people 


in Alaska at the present time and 
•the United 
States government 
has 


siK posts there. 
At the present time 


the 22nd infantry Is stationed there, 
riot for the purpose of keeping peace,

Pierre Pelletier was engaged in,calk-

OW does an arctic explorer 
know when ho has found tho 
north pole?" Is the way the 
layman asks the question. 


"I« there any'possibility that the ex- 
plorer could be mistaken?" is another 
question. 


In view of the discussion caused by 


,tho claims of Commander Peary and 
Dr. Cook the questions are not only 
natural, but they are interesting and 
important. Ano'ther question that. has 
been asked Is, "Could an explorer fake 
a report on the discovery of the pole?" 


The answer to the last query is, Yes. 


if the explorer was ingenious, if he had 
an appetite for cheap notoriety and 
Was thoroughly:unscrupulous and had 
an Intimate knowledge of polar condl- 


tions and the necessary acquaintance 
with nautical astronomy he would be 
able to resort to trickery that would 
make geographers and scientists sit up 
day and night 


But the greatest dexterity in style 


and -closest attention to detail would 
have, to bo observed, as the slightest 
flaw, would lead to discovery and undo- 
ing. The production of the explorer's 
original penciled diary, necessarily be- 
grimed and kept from day to day, with 
his astronomical sights and rough re- 
ductions for latitude and longitude 
therein, his meteorological observations 
and general remarks, would go far to 
establish his claim.

HE field for making money in 
this country Is' not confined to 
stock speculation, 
merchan 


dise and invention. The rais- 


ing of goats, the culture of squalls, 
farming "with ostriches and even the 
propagation of alligators for commer- 
cial purposes are among the lucrative 
industries of the present age. 


Ever 
; since the sultan o£ Turkey 


sent rime 'goats to this country, in 
1848, as an appreciation of the "favor 
granted, to" him by President Polk, who 
had sent the sultan an envoy to give 
the sultan, pointers on the culture of 


'. cotton, the goat industry of the United 
States, has thrived. 
Of course there 


were goats here before the sultan 
shipped his batch, but they were tho 
measly species that subsisted on the 
relics of the tinplate Industry and 
chewed the weekly wash from exposed 
lines where the goat happened to have 
a habitat. The moment that goats bo- 
came an imported article, however, the 
Industry got a foothold in this country. 
In 1901 somebody undertook a goat 
census in tho United States. It is not 
recalled whether the count was official 
or not, but after the returns were in it 
was announced that there were 500,000 
in all parts of the land. Texas led In 


. tha 
industry, the number reported 


from . that state, being 85,000. 
Cali- 


fornia, came next with 66,000; New 
Mexico/ had 
60,000; 
Oregon, 20,000; 


Nevada, 13,000; Missouri, Idaho, Wy- 
oming and Arizona, 10,000 each. All 
other states had some, and it is not 
recorded that there lias ever beeij a 


any 
the 
goat epidemic 
Union. 


Aside from the fact that goats have 


been 
utilized 
by 
caricaturists 
and 


funny men, they are useful, and the 
country woulrt fool any extermination 
of the- animal very seriously. 
The 


flesh, 
fleece; and hide are valuable. 


When the buffalo quit supplying .the 
country with robes tho goat took Its 
place. 
Tho hair of tho soat when a 


month old can be sold by a smart 
dealer for astrakhan If tho hair Is 
properly dyed. At tho right stage goal 
iinlr successfully counterfeits the polar 
bear or the black bear. 
Most o£ the 


carriage robes as well as many used 
by motorists are from the' goat. 
It 


would bo ilonieil by some dealers, but it 
IB asserted that many mulls sold as 
monkey warmers are nothing more 
than goat hiilr. Lace trimmings worth 
$3 n skin are made from the Angora 
goat. The use of goat hair is endless. 


It may not be generally known that 


the government has gone Into the goat 
business, but such is the fact. Tho na- 
tional forests.were threatened with do- 
structio"n by fire that got under head- 
way in the bushy chaparral that grew 
about the forests. The growth was too 
much for humans to kill out, so tho 
government .purchased 5,000 goats and 
turned them on the growth. The goats 
are clearing the brush faster than a 
prairie lire can clean up the grass. The 
idea has been taken up by farmers In 
California and other western states 
where this growth kills vegetation. It 
would bo a waste of time to tell how to 
ralse'goats. Get the goats—that's all. 
Squab Culture Pays. 


The squab industry is another propo- 


sition. 
11 pays, but it requires time 


and patience. 
Pigeon' raising, how- 


ever, according to experts, is more 
profitable and less vexatious 
than 


:*.' .UMpn.Bvy.0oi} 


poultry raising, provided the man who 
undertakes it understands the habits 
and needs o£ pigeons. No incubators 
are necessary in the business. Pigeons 
are- monagamous. When a. cock and 
hen are once mated they remain firmly 
attached to one another. Both assume 
equal shares In the home. But incom- 
patibility In a pigeon house is as fatal 
as it is in high society. As each pair 
of pigeons rear six or seven pairs of 
squabs in a year, and as the wholesale 
price of squabs is anywhere from $3 to 
$6 a dozen, it requires no mathematical 
genius to figure out the profit where 
there are a few thousand pigeons that 
are compatible and taken care of 
properly. 
The cost of feeding a pair 


of pigeons Is about $1 a year.! It de- 
pends on the season. More feed is re- 
quired in winter than in summer. In 
cold 
weather 
corn, 
wheat, 
hemp, 


screenings and rapo and millet seed 
are the best food. 
Green growing 


things are. not best for pigeons. It is. 
not necessary to feed the squabs. Tho 
parent birds understand that. A hand 
raised'squab would not be a success. 
Wealth In Ostriches. 


Ostrich farming in some sections of 


the United States is almost as com- 
monplace as raising corn and wheat. 
The industry has readied a high state 
of cultivation "in California, Arizona 
and in Florida. 
In the latter state 


farmers are hatching ostriches by in- 
cubators, and it is. more successful 
than the old plan of permitting the 
female ostrich to dig a holo in the 
ground and laying her eggs there. The 
ostrich docs not lay an egg every day, 
but on alternate days, and her output 
Is fourteen OKSS. To incubate an os- 
trich egg requires forty-two days. The 
big money in the farming is In thG 
feathers. Ostrich statistics show that 
seven farms devoted to the Industry in 
California 
sold 
more 
than 
$1)0,000 


worth of feathers In one year. A ma- 
jority of the farms in that state pay 
dividends. -Much of tho money invest- 
ed In the production of ostrich feath- 
ers in California is furnished by Kng- 
land and Is'ew "York city. 


It requires some capital to establish 


,'a paying "plant" for growing ostrich 
feathers. 
The bird must have room.i 


Five or six acres .for-each ostrich, Is 
considered none too large. A full sized 
ostrich is worth about $500, and'if, it 
is an' exceptionally fine. .bird, with 
downy and luxuriant plumage, it; Is 
worth about ?1,000. 
. .. 


The market for ostrich feathers fluc- 


tuates, but there is'always some de- 
mand. A single ostrich in. Cape Col- 
ony, Africa, raised a feather, that sold 
for $160. The lowest price paid for a 
feather from the same bird was J7.50.. 


One of the show places in Arizona'is 


an ostrich .farm that is laid out -like a 
town. The streets and side streets are 
well arranged, named and numbered. 
Yards are fenced in and sown in,al- 
falfa, which is the staple diet of the 
birds. The plumes of the average;os- 
trich mature every eight months, and 
the feathers from each average from 
530 to $60 at a plucking, depending up- 
on the quality and size of the plumes. 


.Notwithstanding the pugnacious na- 
ture of an ostrich, it can be trained to 
race, and in some parts of California 
ostrich racing is ono of the sports. 
Ostriches are also quite sociable where 
they take a notion. At times they will 
herd with antelope and other animals, 
and now and then, but not often, they 
have been known to show some afCec- 
tion for the person who has them in 
charge. The ostrich is swift on foot 
when It Is scared. 
Then It will go 


twenty-five 
miles an 
hour. - When 


walking leisurely It steps from twenty 
to twenty-two inches. The feeding of 
an ostrich 'or a flock of ostriches is 
nominal. The expense is In preparing 
a place for them and looking after their 
health. 


If there ever was a time when alli- 


gators, w.ere worth their length in mon- 
ey it .is now.. Tho reason for :this is 
that the reptile .is-becoming extinct. 
Get Alligators Now,. . "„ " •;• '•' ' • . ' , . 


Alligator raids have been so strenuous 


for the last few years.that the govern-, 
ment has been asked to save the. spe- 
cies, as it wan asked to save the but- ' 
falo. A healthy, full grown live alliga- 
tor when at its best is worth $100. The 
skins are worth.from fl to $2 apiece, 
according to .the size, and the skin of • a 
baby-alligator is worth a quarter o£ a 
dollar. If the reptile was very long in 
Its life and the skin is. tender it sells 
for $5'or $10 a foot. 
The teeth are 


worth from.$2 to' $1 a pound. .Before 
alligators began' to'get scarce there 
were about 280,000 skins sold" annually 
In the United States, and.at one time 
there were a number q£ alligator tan- 
neries in various cities' of the country. 
The skins are utilized for shoes, satch- 
els, pocketbooks, cardcases and other 
fancies. An alligator farmer in Florida 
has an incubating farm for raising and 
selling baby alligators to many who 
prefer them to chameleons .for watch 
charms.

Pour years previous he 
was mentioned as a presidential possi- 
bility. Mr. Hearst owns two newspa- 
pers In New York city, ono In Boston, 
one in Chicago and one in Los Angeles, 
Cal. Ho was born In San Francisco 
and Is forty-six years! old. 


The Republican nominee, Otto T. 


Bannard, Is president of the New York 
Trust company, director In a number 
of other financial concerns, president 
of the Provident Loan society of New 
York city and is treasurer of the New 
York Republican 
county committee. 


He Is fifty-five years old. 
He .has 


never been a candidate for any public 
office until he became an aspirant for 
mayor. 


The candidate in Cleveland, Tom 


Loftln Johnson, Is also a national fig- 
ure. 
He Is now holding his fourth 


term as mayor of his city. He first 
came into political prominence as an 
advocate of the single tax and public 
ownership of public utilities. He has 
attracted attention and comment by 
his advocacy of the three cent street 
car faro Idea, In 1903 he was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of Ohio 
and was defeated. Ho Is rich and is 
a man of strong personality. His op- 
ponent this year Is Herman V. Behrer, 
a former Republican officeholder. 


The mayor of Toledo, Brand Whit- 


lock, who is again a candidate for re- 
election, Is an example of the scholar 
and author In politics. He was former- 
ly a reporter on a Chicago newspaper, 
where he did somo work along tho 
lines laid down by Georgo Ado whon 
ho was In tho business. Both were on 
tho same staff. 
Whltlock removed to 


Toledo, whore ho became interested in 
social reforms that landed him In tho 
mayor's chair. Ho Is a young man and 
Is tho author of several books. 


While a landslide for some particular 


candidate for mayor, occasioned by a 
popular principle, has occurred now 
ond then, no such mayor has yet reach- 
ed the presidential chair.

T will not be strange if eventually 


some well equipped playwright 
finds in the' career of Charles W.

cell, with a fifteen year sentence by a 
United States court in the offing, ma- 
terial out of which to construct a tell- 
ing drama. 


One of the dramatic, situations in the 


case occurred last Jmio when, after 
Morse 
had 
been 
in 
prison seven 


months, the United States circuit court 
of appeals • received a communication 
from a score of substantial citizens of 
New York city offering to furnish any 
ball for Morso that might be asked, 
and the court almost immediately re- 
sponded by admitting tho prisoner to 
ball in the sum of $125,000, the substan- 
tial citizens furnishing amounts rang- 
ing from $5,000 to $25,000. 
The offer 


was made in the morning, and the pris- 
oner walked out of tho federal build- 
ing before the sun went down. 


.The summer was on its way, and 


thousands were preparing to leave the 
city on their annual vacations. Morse, 
accompanied by his faithful wife, who 
had disposed of all her personal prop- 
erty to aid her husband during an In- 
vestigation of his affairs, departed with 
the throng and went down to his na- 
tive state. Maine, as some supposed, 
to rest. 
But when he came back It 


was discovered that he had been busy 
all tho time, he wa.s away. Wall street 
opened Us eyes one morning after his 
return to *eo that Morse had been plan- 
ning to rehabilitate his shattered for- 
tunes. Ho had obtained control of tho 
Consolidated Steamship company and 
had been elected its president. Ho had 
got back into tho Metropolitan Steam-

former cell. This information was sup- 
plemented by the announcement that 
nothing but favorable action by the 
United States supreme court on an ap- 
plication for a writ of certlorarl could 
save Morse from the federal prison in 
Atlanta. 


Morso was convicted of two distinct 


things—first, falsifying tho accounts of 
the National Bank of North America 
to the comptroller of the currency, and, 
second, misapplying the funds of tho 


was presented by Henry A. Wise, 
United Htates attorney. 
Morso was 


represented by Martin W. Littleton. 
The government's case unfolded to the 
jury Morse's stock operations in the 
securities of his steamship companies, 
American Ice securities and various 
other transactions.

ing, was traced to manipulations in 
the National Bank of North America.

In practically discrediting and putting 
an end to dueling in the south, where 
oven stringent laws had no effect be- 
fore this novel. 
Mrs. Wilson, who was over 70 at the 


time of her death last spring, was born 
In Alabama and her niuidan name was 
Augusta. J. Evans, under which she 
first gained fume as a writer. 
While 
she was yet a girl, her family moved to 
Texas and for a time lived at San Au- 
tonio. From this experience she gath- 
ered materials for her first novel, en- 
titled "Inez, it Tale of the Alamo." Al- 
though written 
at tho. ago of 
15, it 


abounds in the elegant' language and 
erudite references to religion and other, 
obtuse subjects characteristic of her 
later works, but with which the aver- 
age girl of that ago Is not supposed to 
be familiar. Returning to Virginia jusr 
before the breaking out of the Civil 
war, the young writer showed herself 
possessed of the mettle of her heroines 
by going into the camps and hospitals 
as a volunteer nurse. During the siege 
or Richmond, she wrote her 
novel, 
"Mocarla," which was printed in the 
confederate capltol on brown butchers' 
paper, none other being available, ow- 
ing to the blockade. Immediately after 
the war she wrote "St. Elmo," which 
she published in 1SCO. Shortly after- 
wards she married 
Mr. Wilson, a 


banker of Mobile, where the authoress 
settled down to a life of blended soeliil, 
charitable and literary activeness. She 
never wrote simply for the sake of 
writing, although her novels were in 
such demand that she was paid J1503 
advance royalty on "Infelice" before 
she aet pen to paper. "At the Mercy of 
Tiberius" was her second best seller, 
while ten years ago she published "A 
Speckled Bird," which proved that her 
pen had lost none ot its trenchant skill. 
"St. Elmo," however, was her favor- 
ite.

As the result of the accident the 
mills 


are closed for the day. 


Pierro Peiletier was engaged in calk- 


ing a joint when the accident occurred. 
It was in the boiler room In the rear of 
the big mill and he was 16 or IS feet 
from the floor. He used a hammer in 
the process of his work 
and 
while 


hammering a pipe that carried somo- 
where in tho neighborhood 
of 100 


pounds of-steam to the square inch, it 
blew out at the joint that he was 
calking and hurled him with terrific 
force down and against a'stone wall 
several feet away. 
His head struck 


the stone wall and death was Instan- 
taneous. 
Even though he had not 


been killed by the fall he would have 
died from his scalds. 


Master Mechanic Hersoy and two 


other men were in the boiler room at 
the time of the accident and they ex- 
perienced great difficulty 
in 
finding 


their way out because of tho 
steam 


that filled tho room.

Proving the North Poie 


How an Explorer Takes an Observation So as to Know 


When He Reaches His Goal--Danger In 


an Untruthful Report. 


H 


OW does an arctic explorer 


know when he has.found the 
north pole?" I« the way the 
layman a3ka the question. 


"I» there any possibility that the ex- 
plorer could be mlitakonT" U another 
Question. 


In view of the discussion caused by' 


the claims of Commander Peary and 
Dr. Cook tho questions are not only 
natural, but they are interesting -and 
Important 
Another question that has 


been asked Is, "Could an explorer fake 
a report on the discovery of the pole?" 


The answer to the last query is. Yea. 


If the explorer was ingenious, if he had 
an appetite for cheap notoriety and 
was thoroughly unscrupulous and had 
on Intimate knowledge of polar condi- 


tions and the necessary acquaintance 
with nautical astronomy he. would be 
abla to resort to trickery that would 
make geographers and scientists oil up 
day and night. 


But the greatest dexterity In style 


and closest attention to detail would 
have to be observed, as the slightest 
flaw would lead.to discovery and undo- 
ing. The production of the - explorer's 
original penciled dlary.'necessarlly be- 
grimed and kept from day to day, with 
his astronomical eights and rough re- 
ductions for latitude and longitude 
therein, his meteorological observations 
and general remarks, would go far to 
establish his claim. Such a diary, cov- 
ering a period of months, would bo a 
very difficult and dangerous document 


to forge. That no one has ever at- 
tempted to hoodwink the public In con- 
nection with the north pole Is the best 
reason for not believing that a "fake" 
daah to the pole will ever become 
popular. 


The fact that noted scientists have 


not reached the pole and some havo 
never even attempted to make the dis- 
covery does not stand In the way of 
knowledge that would enable an ex- 
plorer to know whether he had found 
tho pole. 
One scientist. L. C. Ber- 


nacchl, late physicist to the "discovery 
of the antarctic expedition," has just 
given an opinion which in part answers 
the first question In this article. As 
he Is an eminent authority his opinion 
Is of value. He says: 
Knowing the Pole. 


"Traveling toward the north pole and 


when within reach of his goal an ex- 
plorer would exercise the minutest caro 
in his astronomical observations and 
greatly multiply them. The best in- 
strument under such conditions Is per- 
haps a small theodolite, as used1 by 
Captain Scott In thj antarctic.

Created by Chief Justice Fuller 


in Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 1.—Chief Jus- 


tice Fuller today created a mild sensa- 
tion in the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States by announcing that papers 
in the case of tho Yellow Poplar Lum- 
ber Co. vs. S. F. Chapman would bo 
stricken from the records of the court 
because of their scandalous 
nature. 


The case came to this court on a pe- 
tition for a writ of corterlori asking for 
a review of the decision of the United 
States,circuit court of appeals for the 
fourth circuit. The controversy 
In- 


volves a contract by Chapman to de- 
liver to tho company 60,000,000 fact of 
lumber in Virginia. The court of ap- 
peals decided in favor of Chapman nnd 
in Its petition the company »sk3 a re- 
view on various grounds, one of which 
Is stated us follows: 


"Tho opinion of the court ot appeals 


on 
law 
and 
order 
is so gro- 


tesque, with so little caro and study 
as to be almost 
unintelligible,

grammatically, not to say legally." 


Tho chief Justice did not quote, any 


portion of tho papers but referring to 
them in a general way said that they 
were so impertinent and Improper that 
they would be stricken from tho dock- 
et In order to protect the records of 
the courts from scandal.

THE 
MILITANT 
SUFFRAGETTES. 


The militant suffragettes in England have resorted io the most.extreme 


methods that could possibly ho adopted arid one which is not likely to help 
their cause. At a by election in London the other day they repaired to the 
polling places and threw bottles of corrosive sublimate on the ballqt.boxes 
with the intention of destroying the ballots. The result was that instead of 
destroying the ballots the liquid spattered over the election officials, injuring 
mauy of them very severely. When women resort to such tactics they need 
not feel surprised at getting heavy sentences to prison with hard labor. 


It is alleged that the advocates of woman suffrage are to inaugurate 


a campaign in this country similar to that which they are conducting in 
England, and already several of them are here for that purpose. 


Lady Cook who has offered to spend a million dollars here in the cnuse 


of woman suffrage is credited with having hotter sense than to attempt the 
extreme methods that have been adopted in England. There are others, 
however, who are not so conservative, but they may rely that, the Carrie 
Nation method of campaign will not accomplish much in this 
country. 


Carrie Nation went out as a general smasher with axe in'hand to.put down 
the liquor traffic but she only made herself ridiculous and injured the cause 
that she advocated. The friends of woman suffrage would fail equally if 
they adopted .similar tactics. .When they demonstrate that they can obey 
the law there will be more people ready to grant them a share in the making 
of the laws.

Curious Farms and Farmers In America 


T 


HE field for maldng money In 
this country is not confined to 
stock speculation, merchan- 


.. 
dise and Invention. The rais- 


ing of goats, tho ' culture of squabs, 
farming with ostriches and even the 
propagation of alligators for commer- 
cial purposes are among the lucrative 
Industries of the present age. 


Ever . since . the sultan of Turkey 


sent nine goats to this country, In 
1848, as .an appreciation of the favor 
granted .to him by President Polk, who 
had sent the sultan an envoy to give 
the sultan pointers on the culture of 
cotton, the goat Industry of the United 


> 
States has thrived. 
Of course there 


were goats hero before tho sultan 
shipped his batch, but they were tho 
measly species that subsisted on the 
relics of. the tinplato Industry and 
chewed the weekly wash from exposed 
lines where tho goat happened to have 
\ habitat. Tho moment that goats be- 
came an imported article, however, the 


Ittflndustry got a foothold in this country. 
fi,In 1901 somebody undertook a goat 


_ 'census In the United States. It Is not 


recalled whether the count was ofllcial 
or not, but after the returns were In it 
was announced that there wero 600,000 
In all parts of tho land. Texas led In 
the Industry, the number reported 
from that state being 85,000. 
Cali- 


fornia came next with 65,000; New 
1 Mexico had 
60,000; Oregon, 20,000; 


Nevada, 13,000; Missouri, Idaho, Wy- 
oming and Arizona, 10,000 each. All 
other states had some, and It Is not 
recorded that there has ever been a 


goat epidemic in any state of the 
Union. 


Aside from tho fact that eoats have 


been 
utilized by 
caricaturists 
and 


funny men, they are useful, and the 
country would feel any extermination 
of 4.he animal very seriously. 
Tho 


flesh, fleece iind hide are valuable. 
When tho buffalo quit supplying the 
country with .robes tho goat took its 
place. Tho hair of tho goat when a 
month old can bo sold by a smart 
dealer for astrakhan 1£ the hair Is 
properly dyed. At tho right stage goat 
hair successfully counterfeits tho polar 
bear or the black bear. 
Mont oC tho 


carriage robes as well as many used 
by motorists are from tho goat. 
It 


would be denied by'Homo dealers, but it 
Is asserted that many muffs .sold, as 
monkey warmers are nothing more 
than goat hair. Lace trimmings worth 
$5 a skin are mado from tho Angora 
goat. Tho use of goat hair la endless. 


It may not be generally known that 


the sovornment has gone Into the goat 
business, but such is the fact. The na- 
tional forests wore threatened with de- 
struction by (ire that got under head- 
way in tho bushy chaparral that grew 
about the forests. The growth was too 
much for humans to kill out, so the 
government purchased 3,000 goats and 
turned them on the growth. The goats 
are clearing the brush faster than a 
prairie fire can clean up the grass. The 
idea has been taken up by farmers in 
California and other western states 
where this growth kills vegetation. It 
would be a waste of time to tell how to 
raise goats. .Got tho goats—that's all* 
Squab Culture Pays. 


The squab industry is another propo- 


sition. It pays, but it requires time 
arid patience. 
Pigeon raising, how- 


ever, according to experts, Is more 
profitable and less vexatious 
than 


poultry raising, provided the man'Who 
undertakes It understands the habits 
and needs of pigeons. No incubators 
are necessary in the business. Pigeons 
are monagamous. When a cock and 
hen are once mated they remain firmly 
attached to one another. Both assume 
equal shares in the home. But incom- 
patibility in a pigeon house ia as fatal 
as it is in high society. As each pair 
of pigeons rear six or seven pairs of 
squabs in .a year, and as the wholesale 
price of squabs Is anywhere from $3 to 
$6 a dozen, It requires no mathematical 
genius to figure out the profit where 
there are a few thousand pigeons that 
are compatible 
and taken care of 


properly. 
The cost of feeding a pair 


of pigeons IB about $1 a year-. It de- 
pends on tho season. More feed is re- 
quired In winter than in summer. In 
cold 
weather 
corn, 
wheat, 
hemp, 


screenings and rape and millet seed 
are the best food. 
Green growing 


things are not best for pigeons, it Is 
not necessary to feed the squabs. Tho 
parent birds understand that. A hand 
raised squab would not be a success. 
Wealth In Ostriches. 


Ostrich farming In some sections of 


the United States is almost as com- 
monplace as raising corn and wheat. 
The industry has reached a high state 
of cultivation in California, Arizona 
and In Florida. 
In the latter stato 


farmers are hatching ostriches by in- 
cubators, and it is more successful 
than the old plan of permitting the 
female ostrich to dig a hole in the 
ground and laying her eggs there. The 
ostrich does not lay an egg every day, 
but on-alternate days, and her output 
is fourteen eggs. To incubate an os- 
trich egg requires forty-two days. The 
big money in tho farming Is In the 
feathers. Ostrich statistics show that 
seven farms devoted to the industry in 
.California 
sold more 
than 
$00,000 


worth of feathers In one year.. A ma- 
jority of the farms In that stato pay 
dividends. Much of the money invest- 
ed in the production of .ostrich feath- 
ers in California is furnished by Eng- 
land and New York city. 


It. requires some capital to establish 


a paying "plant", for. growing ..ostrich' 
feathers. The bird must have:.room/ 
Five or six acres for each ostrich is 
considered none too largo. A full sized 
ostrich is worth. about $500y and if it. 
is au exceptionally fine bird,. with, 
downy and luxuriant plumage, it- Is' 
worlh about $1,000, 
. 
. 


The market for ostrich feathers fluc- 


tuates, but.there is always some de-. 
mand. A single .ostrich in Capo Col- 
ony, Africa, raised a feather that sold, 
for $150. Tho lowest price paid for a. 
feather from the same bird was $7.50. 


One of the show places in Arizona is 


an ostrich farm that is laid out like a 
town. The streets and side streets are 
well arranged, named .and numbered.. 
Yards are fenced in and sown In ttl-: 
falfa, which Is tho staple diet of the 
birds. The' plumes of tho average os-'! 
trlch mature, every eight months, and 
the feathers from each average from 
$30 to $60 at a plucking, depending up- 
on the quality and size of the plumes. 


Notwithstanding the pugnacious na- 


ture of nn ostrich, It can be trained to 
race, and in some parts of California 
ostrich racing Is one of the sports. 
Ostriches are also quite sociable where 
they tako a notion. At times they will 
herd with antelope and other animals, 
and now and then, but riot often; they, 
have been known to show some affec- 
tion for the person who has them in 
charge. 
The ostrich . is swift on foot 


when it is scared. 
Then It will go 


twenty-five miles an 
houft— When 


walking leisurely it steps from twenty 
to twenty-two Cinches. The feeding of 
an ostrich or a flock of ostriches Is 
nominal. The expense is in preparing 
a place for them and looking after their 
health.

Get Alligators Now.

' Alligator raids have been so strenuous 
for tho last few years that the govern- 
ment has been asked to save the spe-~ 
cles, as It was asked to save tho but- ' 
falo. A healthy, full grown live alliga-. 
tor when at its best is worth $100. .ThV 
skins are worth from $1 to ?2 apiece, 
according to the size, and the skin of a 
baby alligator Is.worth a quarter of a 
dollar. :If the reptile was very long.In 
its life and the skin is tender it,soils 
for $5 or. 510 a foot. 
Tho teeth are 


.worth from 52 to $1 a pound. Before 
alligators began to get 'scarce there 
were about 280,000 skins sold annually 
in the United States, and at one time 
there were a number of alligator tan- 
neries In various cities of the country. 
The skins are utilized for shoes, satch- 
els, pqcketbooks, cardcases and other 
fancies. An alligator farmer in Florida 
has an incubating farm for raising and 
selling baby alligators to many who 
prefer them to chameleons for watch 
charms. 


Any one who has the time and fancy 


can make money by training these rep- 
tiles if• taken before they are too old. 
An Arkansas Konius trained a herd to 
shoot tho chutes at Hot Springs, and 
visitors to that resort paid money to 
see their tricks when they were stingy 
about other things.- A negro on the ' 
Brazos river, in Texas, rigged up an old 
ferryboat that was propelled by these 
creatures. 
They were so arranged 


that they turned tho wheels. Alligator 
eggs when fresh are regarded by some. 
as a delicacy.

In 1906 he was a candidate for govern- 
or of New York on the Independence 
League, ticket. Four years previous he 
was mentioned as a presidential possi- 
bility. Mr. Hearst owns two newspa- 
pers in New York city, one in Boston, 
ono In Chicago and one in Los Angeles, 
Cal. He was born in San Francisco 
and Is forty-six years old. 


The Republican nominee, Otto T. 


Bannard, Is president of the New York 
Trust company, director In a number 
of other financial concerns, president 
of the Provident Loan society of Now 
York city and Is treasurer of tho New 
York Republican county committee. 
Ho Is fifty-five years old. He has 
never been a candidate for any public 
ofllco until he became an aspirant for 
mayor. 


The candidate in Cleveland, Tom 


Loftin Johnson, is also a national fig- 
ure. 
He Is now holding his fourth 


term as mayor of his city. He first 
came into political prominence as an 
advocate of tho single tax and public 
ownership of public utilities. He has 
attracted attention and comment by 
his advocacy of the three cent street 
car faro Idea, In 1903 he was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of Ohio 
and was defeated. Ho is rich and is 
a man of strong personality. His op- 
ponent this year is Herman V. Behror, 
a former Republican officeholder. 


Tho mayor of Toledo, Brand Whit- 


lock, who is again a candidate for re- 
election, is nn example of tho scholar 
and author in politics. Ho was former- 
ly a, reporter on a Chicago newspaper, 
where ho did some work along tho 
linos laid down by George Ado when 
ho was In tho business. Both wero on 
tho same staff. Whitlock removed to 
Toledo, where he became Interested In 
social reforms that landed him In tho 
mayor's chair. Ho Is a young man and 
is the author of several books. 


While a landslide for somo particular 


candidate for mayor, occasioned by a 
popular principle,, has occurred now 
and then, no such mayor lins yet reach- 
ed tho presidential chair. True. Mayor 
Cleveland of Buffalo became president, 
hut not until ho had been Rovernor. 
11U administration in Buffalo, linked 
with his administration as governor, 
bad much to do with opening tho road 
for him to tho White House. 


There aro no congressional elections 


thin year. They will occur In 1R10, at 
which tlmo many states will also vote 
for Kovcrnor.

of appeals received a communication 
from a score of substantial citizens of 
New York city offering to furnish any 
ball for Morse that might be asked, 
and tho court almost immediately re- 
sponded by admitting tho prisoner to 
bail in tho sum of $125,000, the substan- 
tial citizens furnishing amounts rang- 
ing from $5,000 to $25,000. 
The offer 


was mado in the morning, and tho pris- 
oner walked out of tho federal build- 
Ing before tho sun went down. 


The Bummer was on Its way, and 


thousands wero preparing to leave the 
city on their annual vacations. Morse, 
accompanied by his faithful wife, who 
had disposed of all her personal prop- 
erty to aid her husband during an in- 
vestigation of his affairs, departed with 
tho throng and went down to his na- 
tive stato, Maine, as some supposed, 
to rest. But when ho came back it 
was discovered that ho had been busy 
all tho tlmo he was away. Wall street 
opened its eyes ono morning after his 
return to see that Morse hod been plan- 
ning to rehabilitate his shattered for- 
tunes. Ho had obtained control of tho 
Consolidated Steamship company and 
had been elected its president. Ho had 
got back into tho Metropolitan Steam- 
ship line, a subsidiary of tho Consoli- 
dated, tho company which operates tho 
steamships Harvard and Yale between 
New York city and Boston, both of 
which steamers Morso bad had built at 
tho shipyards of his native city, Bath, 
Maine.

plemented by the announcement that 
nothing but' favorable action by the 
United Slates supromo court on an ap- 
plication for a writ of certiorari could 
save Morse from the federal prison in 
Atlanta. 


Morso was convicted of two distinct 


things—first, falsifying the accounts of 
tho National Bank of North America 
to tlio comptroller of the currency, and, 
second, misapplying the funds of the

The government's case unfolded to the 
jury Morse's stock operations in tho 
securities of his steamship companies, 
American Ice securities and various 
other transactions. Tho dummy loans 
were all uncovered, and the course of 
tho Block market quotations on Ameri- 
can Ice, which Morse's pool was boom- 
ing, was traced to manipulations in 
the National Bank of North America. 
The former president of the bank, Cur- 
tis, admitted that he had been a tool 
and testified that Morso had borrowed 
$211,000 from the bank without any 
substantial collateral, and that in the 
face of the panic of that year.

While 
she was yet a girl, her family moved to 
Texas and for a time lived at San An- 
tonlo. From this experience she gath- 
ered materials for her. first novel, "en- 
titled "Inez, a Tale of tho Alamo." Al- 
though written at the age of 15, It 
abounds In the elegant language and 
erudite references to religion .and other 
;obtuse subjects characteristic of her 
later works, but-with (Which the aver- 
age girl of that-age is not supposed to 
be familiar. Returning- to Virginia jupf 
before the breaking out of the Civil 
war, the young writer showed herself 
possessed of the mettle of her heroines 
by.going into the camps and hospitals 
as a volunteer nurse. During the siege 
of Richmond, she wrote her novel, 
"Macaria," which was printed in the 
confederate capltol on brown butchers' 
paper, none other being available, ow- 
ing to the blockade. Immediately after 
the war she • wrote "St. Elmo," which 
she published In. 1S6C. Shortly after- 
wards she married Air. Wilson, a 
banker of Mobile, where the authoress 
settled down to a life of blended social, 
charitable and literary actlveness. Shu 
never wrote simply for the sake of 
writing, although her novels were In 
such demand that she was paid $150.) 
advance royalty on "Infelice" before 
she set pen to paper. "At the Mercy of 
Tiberius" was her second best seller, 
while ten years ago she published "A' 
Speckled Bird," which proved 'that her 
pen had lost none of its trenchant skill. 
"St. Elmo," however, was her favor- 
ite.
